In many places in the wheat fields 
this Black Chaff has appeared and 
left the heads almost barren. The 
fungus, however, is not general over 
the wheat section. With very favor­ 
able weather during the past three 
weeks, the wheat has seemed to ma­ 
ture too quickly in many instances, 
the heads turning white instead ol 
the usual golden color. 
The board has only had scattered 
reports of tested weights, running 
from 58 to 61. A sample of wheat 
from Garfield county tested as low 
as 45; 
thio sample however had 
been injured by Black Chaff. The 
gluten and moisture content are both 
testing low in the few samples tes­ 
ted. this probably due to the dry 
harvest and in many cases to the 
green bug.— J. A. W hitehurst, presi­ 
dent state board of agriculture.
